MAUDE ADAMS 





Maude Adams, once the queen of the 
American stage retired at the height of 
her career, seventeen years ago, shortly 
after Charles Frohman, her friend and 
manager, lost his life on the Lusitania. 
She had always shunned publicity, be- 
lieving that an actress should be known 
to her audience only across’ the foot- 
lights. She never gave interviews or 
went to parties; no newspaper publish- 
ed her picture in informal home life; 
she stayed in her dressing-room for an 
hour after a performance, to avoid the 
crowd which invariably gathered at the 
stage door in hope of getting a glimpse 
of her. Since her retirement, she has 
retreated completely from the _ public 
eye, and yet, in a era of high-powered 
publicity, when the hero of today is 
completely forgotten a year from now, 
the announcement that she will return 
to the stage can create a sensation. 


Miss Adams is doing a _ remark- 
able thing. She knew that she had only 
to signify her willingness to act again, 
to have all the New York producers run- 
ning to her with contracts, yet she delib- 
erately chose to bring her company to 
New England, and take it on a tour of 
one and two night stands. She has 
worked untiringly on the _ production, 
which is her own conception, and has 
not only surrounded herself with a cast 
of rare excellence, but has directed the 
production herself, and has given the 
other members of the cast every oppor- 
tunity in the larger roles, while she 
plays the comparatively obscure one of 
Maria. 


She has given the part of Viola to 
Marie Adels, leading woman for Walter 
Hampden, and Miss Adels gives a splen- 
did performance... Charles H. Croker- 
King, who has played Sir Andrew 
Aguecheek in 25 previous productions of 
“Twelfth Night,” has a grand time ex- 
changing reminiscences with Miss 
Adams, and all agree that she inspires 
them with her own enthusiasm. 


The success of the production may in- 
duce Miss Adams to take the play to 
New York—but we are proud that she 
came to New England first.

CHARLES H. CROKER-KING §has 
played Sir Andrew in 25 productions, in- 
cluding six Royal command performan- 
ces. Was educated at Oxford; made his 
first appearance in America in Shaw’s 
“Fanny’s First Play,’ was Doctor Lak- 
ington in “Bulldog Drummond,” has ap- 
peared under managements of David 
Belasco, Ethel Barrymore, The Theatre 
Guild, Brock Pemberton, Earl Carroll, 
Messrs. Shubert, William B. Friedlander. 
Has also played in London under the 
managements of Sir Johnson Forbes 
Robertson, Granville Barker, Sir Philip 
Ben Greet, Dame Ellen Terry, Sir Ger- 
ald DuMaurier, Sir Nigel Playfair, Hen- 
ry 3B. Irving, Mrs. Pat ‘Campbell, Mr. 
Matheson Lang, played a large variety 
of Shakespearean parts, many of them 
in the Stratford-on-Avon Festivals; por- 
trayed Quince in Daniel Frohman’s all- 
star cast of “Midsummer Night’s 
Dream”. Has played in Shakespeare all 
over the world. Was featured in D. W. 
Griffiths film, “One Exciting Night.” The 
Right Reverend Gentleman in “Autumn 
Crocus” was his 561st part.

Played oppo- 
site Roland Young in “The Queen’s Hus- 
band” on tour, and lead in “Mystery 
Square” in New York. Was leading wom- 
an for Stuart Walker and Jessie Bon- 
stelle, and played in Dennis, Mass. Un- 
derstudied Alice Brady in ‘Mourning 
Becomes Electra,’ and Lynn Fontanne 
in “Reunion in Vienna.” Was member of 
the Detroit Civic Theatre, and was in 
the cast of “All Good Americans” in 
New York. 


EDGAR BARRIER, who plays Will 
Shakespeare and Fabian, made his de- 
but with Fiske O’Hara, the Irish tenor.
